the demand in the time of war, and France in particular is one of our best 
customers for the metals, Fluctuations must be expected, but considering all 
things, especially the derangement caused to most branches of industry by the 
late war, the miner has good reason to be satisfled with the prices that have 
ruled, The market for copper has slightly advanced, but prices are rather un- 
settled. In the Mining Share Market the greatest event of the month has been 
the decline in WEST CHIVERTON, caused in the first place by the reported serious 
falling off in the mine, and secondly on account of the postponement of the di- 
vidend to the latter end of this month ; no official notice has been given of any 
falling off, and the postponement of the dividend is ascribed by the manage- 
ment to merely temporary causes—a severe winter and breakages to the ma- 
chinery. All must admit that the past winter was unusually trying for Cornish 
mines. Fora long time dressing was impossible, and in exposed places, the 
hardships to contend against were much greater, Still it would have been better 
for the management of West Chiverton to have held the meeting, and declared 
such a dividend as the accounts would permit, for the mere fact of the meeting 
of a regular mine like the one in question being postponed is sufficient to 
cause alarm amongst shareholders (especially amongst tho-e who are scattered 
over the country, and who are the great supporters of Cornish mining) and throw 
shares in the market. Unless the mine has seriously fallen off in value the fali 
cannot be accounted for, the reserves being very large—according to all ac- 
counts—so that an extra quantity of ore could easily be raised. The writer 
would recommend shareholders to wait until the meeting before sacrificing 
their shares, when the true state of affairs can be ascertained. The usual 
6000L, will be divided ; quotation, 37 to 38 per share. A rather unexpected dl- 
vidend of 5s. per share has been declared in SouTH CONDURROW. The ac- 
counts, however, cannot be considered in a satisfactory state, for, although 
credit has been taken for tin sold at the last moment, the costs are only charged 
to the end of November, ‘The statement of liabilities and assets is simply ridl- 
culous, It isto be greatly deplored that the spirit of the Cost-book System should 
thus be so often flagrantly violated ; but, according to a statement lately made 
in the Stanraries Court, itis now the “custom” for Cornish mine accounts 
to be in arrears, It may be stated that in the case of Sonth Condurrow the 
management were evidently aware that they were in the wrong, for the costs 
are promised to be charged a month later in the next accounts, The dividend 
in EAst LOVELL is very gratifying, and is sufficient t» refute the persistent 
statements of those whose interest it is to keep the shares down. In the report 
presented to the meeting the different ends were valued in the aggregate at 
17701. per fathom, and the result of all the confident predictions that the granite 
was fast cutting out the tin, is that the mine has greatly improved since the last 
account, the prospects were never better, and a richer lode was never seen in 
the mine. The dividend absorbed 38121., and a balance of 5001. was carried for- 
ward. The shares are 254% to 26% ex div. At GReAT ROYALTON the addi- 
tional 16 stamps have been set to work, and, as there are now 32, the returns can 
be greatly increased.

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Meetings of Mining Companies. 


PESTARENA UNITED GOLD MINING COMPANY. 


The annual general meeting of shareholders was held at the City 
Terminus Hotel, on Wednesday,—Dr, F. F, QUIN in the chair, 
Mr, J. C. GOODMAN (the secretary) read the notice convening the 


meeting. 

The report of the directors stated that the produce of gold for the 
year, from October 1, 1869, to Sept. 30, 1870, has been 22,3991. 6s. 7d., as against 
24,5141. 7s. 6d. for the preceding year, the number of tons of ore worked over in 
the two years being 9689 and 9593 respectively. The diminution in the total 
gold produce and in the percentage of gold per ton, which is shown by these 
figures, is not occasioned by any falling off in the productiveness of the mines, 
but is owing chiefly to the circumstance that in the course of the construction 
of the inclined engine-shaft at Peschiera, and in the other underground works 
now in progress, it has been necessary to take away large quantities of the poorer 
parts of the lodes. At Val Toppa, where no such necessity has existed, the gold 

roduce has been larger and the percentage higher than in the previous year. 

he accounts show only a small profit of 6611, 2s. 1d. upon this year’s working. 
Unsatisfactory as this statement must appear, the directors cannot say that 
they expected any other result as soon as tt became evident that the wire tram- 
ways would not be at work during any part of the financial year, and that the 
great economy and other advantages which will necessarily arise from a cheap 
and expeditious mode of transport have not yet been attained. But the latest 
reports furnish good ground for believing that the difficulties which have at- 
tended the attempt to introduce wire tramways into an Alpine district such as 
the Val Anzasca have been at last ina great measure overcome; and the dl- 
rectors now anticipate an early realisation of the hopes entertained by them 
when, under the advice of their chief engineer-in-chief, they determined upon 
adopting this method of conveying the ores from the mines to the reduction 
works. The works recommended in Mr. Dean's original report for the develop- 
ment of the Peschiera and Acquavita Mines have not been neglected during the 
past your. But the directors have to express their regret that the smallness of 
the means placed at their disposal by the proprietors in response to the appeal 
made in January, 1869, has compelled them to proceed more slowly than they 
could have wished with these most essential improvements. Attention is again 
drawn to the fact that until they are completed it is impossible to do justice to 
these valuable mines, or to work them on a large and economical scale. The 
war has unfavourably affected the interests of this as of other continental com- 
penies—partly by the abstraction of labour, but still more by the great restric- 
tion of credit and by the general derangement of monetary affairs which it has 
occasioned in Italy. With respect to the economical treatment of the Cani ores, 
although no decisive result has yet been arrived at, some substantial progress 
hasbeen made. Pending the solution of this question, the Cani mines are still 
unworked, except for experimental purposes. ‘The directors recommend that a 
half-year’s dividend, at the rate of 124 per cent. per annum, be paid upon the 
preference shares, ® ‘ 

The report of the engineer-in-chief (Mr. Arthur Dean) states that 
it was hoped In the early spring of the past year the Val Toppa and Pestarena 
Mines would have commenced to realise the benefits expected from the lines of 
wire tramway for the transport of the ores then in course of construction be- 
tween those mines and the reduction works at Pledimulera and Battigio. A 
very long and severe winter interfered with the operations of the patentee and 
contractor; and the latter end of June arrived before any working trials of the 
Val Toppa line could be made, and the finishing of the Pestarena line was In a 
great measure suspended during those trials. It soon appeared that the wide 
spans and very steep gradients upon both lines would give rise to difficulties 
against which sufficient provision had not been made; and the result has been 
that a large portion of the details of the gear have had to be changed, and those 
changes are not yet entirely completed. The Val Toppa line has brought down 
between 230 and 300 tons of poor ores experimentally. The entire responsibility 
of the design and execution rests upon the contractor, who as yet bas not, in 
accordance with the contract entered into, received any payment from the com- 
pany. The contractor hoped to be able to start the Val loppa line, furnished 


*~—~—_with improved geay, ¢arly last month, and the Pestarena line is likewise ina 


forward state. Before the lines are taken over by the company the contractor 
has to run them at the rate of 50 tons per day each during three months to the 
satisfaction of the company’s engineer, and until the ropes and gear are in per- 
fect order it would be impossible for the contractor to carry out tie conditions 
of the contract. During the financial year ending September 30, 1870, 6824 ozs. 
18 dwts, 13 grs. of bar gold have been produced from 9639 tons of ore reduced. 
Compared with 1869 there was an increase of 124 tons treated, and a decrease of 
600 ozs. 6 dwts. 1 gr. of bar gold produced. At the same time there was an in- 
crease of 11001. in the value of ores broken, and at surface at Sept. 30 as com- 

ared with 1869. Likewise the reserves of discovered ores were estimated by 

he captains at Sept. 30, 1870, at 27,087 tons of ores, ylelding through the mills 
half an ounce of gold and upwards per ton, of the gross value of 62,0181., being 
an increase of 4387 tons, and In value of 10,3001. upon the year. The project for 
new works, recommended in his report of Sept. 18, 1868, and adopted by the 
board, was estimated to cost 15,0001. Of that amount about 80001. had been ex- 
pended at Sept. 30, 1870, and the balance (70001.) ts sufficient to complete the 
acheme, and also to cover the extra cost of the wire tramways beyond the amount 
originally allowed for roads. ‘I'he advantages expected from the successful 
working of the wire tramways are stated in his report of Oct, 23, 1869, at 24001. 
per annum upon the present charges for carriage and reduction, but of course 
that amount will be largely increased by the transport and reduction of ores, 
which cannot now be carried from the mines to the reduction works, Notwith- 
standing the disappointment caused by the delay in the completion and delivery 
of the lines of wire tramway in proper working order, his opinions as to the 
merits of the system remain unchanged, 

The CHAIRMAN said it became his duty to move that the reports 
of the directors, the engineer-in-chief, the mine captains, and the re- 
duction officers be received and adopted, and, with the bulance-sheet 
and statement of accounts, made up to Sept. 30, be, and the same is 
hereby, approved. The shareholders having been for some days in 
possession of these documents, very little remained for him to add 
upon the presentoccasion. The circumstances of the company at the 
present moment were these:—The board had laboured under greatdifti- 
culties in consequence of the proprietors not having fully responded 
to the appeal made to them in the beginning of 1869, for an advance 
of capital upon preference shares, the issue of which was sanctioned 
bytheshareholders, Theapplications made amounted to 4200, but only 
3400 were taken up, representing 12,0007, It would be in the recollec- 
tion of the shareholders that the directors on that occasion applied for 
20,0002., which was 40007, more than was then thought necessary to 
carry out thoroughly the plans submitted by Mr, Dean, who calculated 
that 15,0002. would be sufficient to complete the plans he submitted to 
the sharcholders, and for which he obtained their approval, As, how- 
ever, only 12,0002, was subscribed, it became necessary to take into 
consideration what steps should be taken with regard to taking up 
the remainder. One great difficulty had been the long delays that 
had occurred in arranging the tramway in a mountainous district ; 
it succeeded admirably some mouths since, as long as fine weather 
continued, but as soon as rains, snow, and ice appeared great diffi- 
culties arose in securing the proper transit of the buckets containing 
the ore ; but with the assistance of Mr. Dean and Mr, Hodgson, the 
patentee, those defects had been largely ameliorated, if not entirely 
remedied, The last accounts stated that 15 tons had been brought 
from the mines down to the reduction works in 3} hours, being at the 
rate of 45 tonsa day, but the contract with Mr. Hodgson was to bring 
down 50 tons per day; therefore, if the contractor succeeded in work- 
ing the tramway all day the quantity would be within 5 tons of what 
he undertook to perform. By the accounts it would be seen that the 
arrears of calls amounted to 1300/., but since their publication that 
amount had been reduced to 880/, The directors had observed in their 
report that, in order to considerably modify the direction, they had 
entered into negociations with the eminent mining firm of Messrs. 
John Taylor and Sons; therefore, at a later period of the meeting, 
he (the Chairman) would propose forthe approval of the shareholders 
the election of Messrs, John and Richard Taylor as members of the 
board. The two great objects the directors had in view were the fa- 
cility that would thus be afforded for obtaining fresh capital, and 
also of effecting great economy in the expenditure of the company. 
These two points were the main objects which the directors had in 
view in entering into these negociations. and he was glad to be able 
to state that those gentlemen had signified their readiness to come 
upon the board, if in accordance with the wishes of the shareholders. 
He then moved the resolution, 

Prof, SMITH seconded the proposition, He need hardly say that 
it was a very unpleasant thing for gentlemen on that side of the table 
to meet the proprietors year after year showing such small results, 
the profit of last year not exceeding 6607. While his colleagues and 
himself naturally regretted that the profit was so small, it was satis- 
factory to know that it did not arise from the poverty of the mines, but (as had 
been so often stated) to theenormous cost of carriage, and also to the enormous 
cost of working their principal mines; and not until those important defects 
could be remedied—it might be the fault of the directors that they had not been 
remedied as yet, but they had had their experience to learn—it was impossible 
to exnect those results from these mines which they sincerely believed were to 


be obtained. 

A pitAkKe HOLDER enquired what the cost of the wire tramways would be ?—— 
The CHAIRMAN said the contract was for 3000/. for the two lines. Many diffi- 
culties bad been encountered, and, he hoped, overcome, 


Mr. ARTHUR DEAN said he could not say the wire tramways yet 
worked satisfactorily, but the contractor was engaged in rectifying 
those details which had given rise todifficulties. ‘The company had 
no control over the execution of the work so long as it was in the 
hands of the contractor. If successful, there was no other way in 
which the transport of the minerals from the mines to the reduction 
works could be so easily effected as by the wire tramways, The in- 


sufficient funds in the hands of the directors had not permitted of 
the completion of the works for affording facilities for the working of the miner, 








&e., economically, originally estimated by him to cost 15,0001. and two years’ 


time. He had only had 8001. of the amount, and 7000/. remained to be ex- 
pended, which, however, would cover the extra cost of the wire tramways, not 
originally included; all the works had been executed within his estimates. 
Throughout the past year the principle had been acted upon of charging all 
costs against ore, except those applicable to the new works only, which had 
pressed heavily upon the working account, because so much work had been done 
at the Pestarena Mines, which, with more funds at command, ought to have 
been charged to capital. The effect was that the Pestarena Mines (Peschiera 
and Acquavite) appeared to have lost about 20907, upon the year. On theother 
hand, the Val Toppa Mine had made a gross profit of about 6000/., out of which 
the loss upon the Pestarena Mines had been paid, as also all the London ex- 
penses and general expenses in [taly—say, 49001, more. The value of the gold 
extracted and ore at surface on Sept, 30 ult., raised in the year, was 23,4311., and 
there was a balance of profit of 6611. If the requisite funds had been at com- 
mand the present position of the mines would have been much superior to what 
it now was. The works planned must be carried out to render the resources of 
the mines available, and as those works had as yet been only partially executed, 
because the means had not been supplied to execute them more quickly, the 
effect of what had been done would not be materially felt until the whole was 
completed. He had been obliged even to suspend the important work of the new 
shafts at Pescheira and Acquavite, without which the rich ores in the bottoms 
of those mines could only be availed of at great expense, Those shafts would 
save about 1/. per ton upon the cost of extracting the ores, and with cheap car- 
riage to the reduction works, the expenses upon the ores from these mines could 
be reduced one-half, and the returns of ore would be largely augmented, In 
the bottom of the Pescheira they were now sinking tn the great shoot of ore be- 
low the 80, worth 401. per fathom for gold. The pumping apparatus was now 
completed and in operation to that depth, but the newshaft, by which alone the 
hauling of the stuff economically could be effected, would not be completed down 
to the 80 under a year longer, and the bottom levels could not be effectually 
wrought without it, There was the same evil at Aquavite. The sooner the 
proprictors placed the directors th a position to push forward those works 
vigorously the sooner would they get profitable results. Great and real pro- 
gress had been made in the two years the mines had been under his charge. 
‘T'wo years ago the mines were losing at the rate of 75001. per annum, under his 
administration they had not lost one penny, but had made a small profit of 
1400/., whilst the reserves of discovered ore have been raised from 20,000. in 
in 1868 to 62.001. in Sept., 1870. The workings at Val Toppa had been greatly 
extended, and the mine was now in good working order, The Pestarena Mines 
had been greatly improved, and nearly the whole cost had been charged against 
produce, and not against capital. The reduction processes had been so much 
improved that, instead of extracting only 50 per cent, of the gold in the ores, as 
formerly, they now, upon an average of the whole year’s working, extracted at 
Val Toppa 73 per cent., and at Battigio 81 per cent. of the gold in the ores, and 
would shortly get out even more. Inthe six winter months they had extracted 
an average of 74'7 per cent. at Val Toppa, and 84-5 per cent.at Battiglo. Those 
were very high performances when auriferous pyrites were the ores operated 
upon, and were seldom exceeded in any country. He would be glad to answer 
any questions the shareholders present might desireto puttohim. (Applause.) 

Mr. C. J. HILL wished to know what was meant by the statement iu the re- 
port of the directors that they had entered into negoclations with the Messrs. 
John Taylor and Sons ? ——-The CHAIRMAN satd the board considered it would 
be advisable to secure the services of those gentlemen on the board, and nego- 
ciations were entered into with the view of ascertaining whether those gentle- 
men were ready, if elected, to join the board.—~Mr. C. J. HILL would like to 
know whether they were to receive any further remuneration than a proportion 
of the sum provided for by the Articles ? 

The CHAIRMAN sald that out of the sum appropriated by tho Articles, they 
would receive 3001. per annum, that is 150/, each. In other words, they would 
be the managing directors ; but no increase of expense would fall upou the com- 
pany by their election. 

Mr. C. J. FMLL wished to know if Mr. Dean’s services had discontinued ? 

The CHAIRMAN said that Mr, Dean was still an officer of the company, but he 
had been informed that, in consequence of measures about to be taken, his en- 
gagement with the company might cease, 

Mr. C. J. HILL said the shareholders wanted to know what those measures 
are ?——The CHAIRMAN said they were the election of new members upon the 
board—men of mining experience. 

Mr. C.J. HILL said that, under those circumstances, he would move as an 
amendment to the motion now before the meeting that the report be not re- 
ceived, from a want of confidence in the board as now constituted. 

Mr. C, HILL said there was no disguising the fact that the intention was to 
altogether revolutionise the company, The shareholders were worn out by re- 
peated delays. After repeated application to the directors, negociations were 
opened with the Messrs. Taylor to put the whole concern tn their hands, so that 
it could be worked upon an entirely new principle, and with different manage- 
ment. He had scotched a great many complaints, but it was no use to go into 
bygones, rather let them look to the future, the production of more ore, and a 
very considerable reduction in the expenditure. 

A SHAREHOLDER wished to know if there would be any Increase tn tho direc- 
tors’ remuneration ?——The CHAIRMAN sald the directors, feeling the weight 
upon the company by their fees, offered two years since to forego or suspend 
one-half of their remuneration ; and after that, finding difficulties still going 
on, owing to the tramway not having succeeded, they suspended the whole of 
their fees, That had been the case for the last 15 months, 

Prof. SMrru said he cordially supported the proposal that the Messrs. Taylor 
should be voted to seats at the board. The fact was they required an entire 
change In the management of the company, and they dld not really know how 
to effect it, except by its transfer tothe office of Messrs. Taylor. They were sa- 
tisfied there ‘vould be a reduction in expense in London, and were led to hope 
there would also be a reduction in the expenses in Italy. As to his friend, 
Mr. Dean, it was from no spirit of reticence they had not alluded to the termi- 
nation of that gentleman’s engagement with the company. 

Mr. BOYLE said the real failure of the company, he took it, was the enormous 
capital with which it was weighted. He should hope those gentlemen who had 
received large pecuniary benefits, which had so heavily weighted the capital, 
would now come forward and assist the company in its pre-ent position, It was 
to be remembered that the arrangement with Messrs. ‘Taylor was with the view 
of getting further capital. He had known Messrs. Taylor from his boyhood, 
and Knew them as men of honour and integrity, and none were better fitted for 
their position ; but it appeared to him the present point was with regard to 
this enormous capital, and in order that this matter, which fad been entirely 
arranged by che directors, should be ventilated he would second the amendment. 

‘The CHAIRMAN then put the amendment, which was negatived, whereupon 
the motion adopting the report and balance-sheet was put and carried. 

A dividend was then declared at the rate of 124% per cent. per annum upon 
the preference shares for the six months ending October, 1870, 

The CHAIRMAN moved that Mr, John Taylor be elected a director in the place 
of Mr. Fussell, who retires, 

Mr. FUSSELL seconded the proposition, which was carried unanimously. 

Mr. CHARLES HENEAGE said he thought it right that, having been upon the 
bourd for so many years, he should not retire without coming before his share- 
holders, that they should have an opportunity of expressing an opinion whether 
or not they were desirous of placing any person in his place. He had not can- 
vassed for any support, nor did he think it right for others to do so, Of course, 
shareholders could choose whom they pleased. The meeting had heard the 
statements made by the Chairman, but Messrs, Hill, Fawcett,and Hill had been 
canvassing, and had obtained about 5000 proxies. He (Mr. Heneage) had no 
objection to Messrs. Hill, Fawcett, and Hill canvassing if they thought it right 
that a member of the Stock Exchange should be placed on the board, or if the 
shareholders thought that a man who knew nothing of mining, who knew no- 
thing of the difficulties in Italy, was a proper man to be upon the board. He 
regretted very much that Mr. Dean’s services had not been retained, for he had 
done everything for the company. He was not going to say one word against 
the election of the Messrs. Taylor, for he believed they were most respectable 
men; but he did not think they knew anything about Italian mines nor gold 
miuing. The sole difficulty of these mines was the extraction of the gold, It 
was the surface work and how to get the gold, and the difficulty of conveying 
the ore to the reduction works that Mr. Dean had been these two years over- 
coming. The fact was Mr. Dean had been stinted for money, and he had told 
them so, and the board now came forward and stated the same thing. As far 
as he (Mr, Heneage) was concerned, he was perfectly satisfied to leave his elec- 
tion or otherwise in the hands of the shareholders. (Hear, hear.) 

The CHAIRMAN moved that Mr. Richard Taylor be elected a director in the 
place of Mr. Scatnton, who retires, 

Mr. C.J, HILL thought it would only have beea courteous to the shareholders 
to have consulted them upon these matters. Mr. Dean had been their engineer- 
in-chief for two years, during which period he had had to contend against ex- 
ceptional trials and difficulties, He had had to put the mines into an effective 
working condition, from a state of great disorder. When Mr. Dean went there 
the mines were worked out—that is, there we no reserves to fall back upon. As 
soon as the mines were placed in a good position, and the machinery rendered 
effective, other people were to come in and get the credit. 

‘The CHAIRMAN said the board had no wish or intention whatever to say or do 
anything to the disparagement of Mr. Dean. All the board wanted was to re- 
duce the expenses of the company, and to obtain further capital, and thought 
the best means to effect those objects was by the election of the Messrs. Taylor. 

The election of Mr. Richard Taylor as director was agreed to. 

It was then proposed and seconded that Mr. J. E. Smith should beelected to a 
seat at the board, in the room of Mr. Heneage, who retired by rotation, but 
offered himself for re-election, Upon ashow of handstheelection was in favour 
of Mr, Heneage, but a poll was demanded, the result of which was the election 
of Mr. J. E, Smith. <A vote of thanks to the Chairman terminated the proceed- 
ings.

THE TERRAS TIN MINE, 


March 8,—The stope in the back of the 20 fm. level, on Edwards's 
lode, is not so good as last reported on; we have been anticipated by 
the old men, they having worked down to within a few fathoms of 
the back of the 20, The water is falling back, and we shall be ina 
position to resume the driving of the 20 fathom level in a short time, 
The deep level on the elvan has improved, and is now producing some 
good tinstuff, We have just passed through a very promising east 
and west lode, containing tin of value. The presence of this lode was unknown 
to us up to within the last few days; we shall, however, as we proceed with the 
driving intersect most of our east and west lodes, and there ts little doubt but 
they will favourably affect the character of the elvan, as in the present instance, 
We are now stoping the back of the deep level, on the elvan, and large quanti- 
ties of stuff is being raised at a very cheap rate. The tramways are all laid 
down, and tn course of working.

Close to and pa- 
rallel with this lode runs a beautiful felspathic elvan, embedded in a very con- 
genial killas or clay-slate.

MINING IN NEw MExico.—The diamond fields of Africa are not 
more inspiring to correspondents than the silver finds of the West, 
A miner at Silver City, Grant County, New Mexico, writes of “finds” 
of almost incredible richness, The quartz is shown to yield on an 
average $300 a ton, and this with imperfect mechanical, crushing, 
and washing contrivances. The mines themselves, in the neighbour- 
hood of Silver City, and for hundreds of miles surrounding, are the 
richest and capable of being made the most prolific in the world.

REMARKS,.—The transactions in our market during the past week 
have not been of a very important character as regards the extent 
of the engagements entered into, but the business which has taken 
place has been of a sound and healthy description. We see no rea- 
son to differ from the opinion almost universally expressed that the 
year 1871 will prove more productive in satisfactory results than 
some of the preceding years. The anticipations of an European 
war, which from time to time unsettled our markets, and caused 
continual uneasiness, have been fully realised. The disturbing causes have 
already done their worst, the explosion has taken place, and a feeling of con- 
fidence and security 1s gradually returning, which must necessarily stimulate 
trade, more particuiarly in those branches which have suffered most from a pro- 
longed season of inactivity. Should any have been sanguine enough to expect 
immediately upon the ratification of the treaty of peace there would be a re- 
bound, their hopes have in a great measure proved fallacious, The ratification 
of peace imparted strength to the markets, and the tendency has since been to 
higher prices, but itis not to be expected that any material change will take 
place in the position of any metal until an increased demand prevails, Not 
only must the intelligence of peace be received, but peace must be realised as an 
accomplished fact, before confidence can be fully restored, and the expected ex- 
pansion of trade set in. Each day indications of a better state of things be- 
come more apparent, and that which is to be desired, and for which we look, 
is a continuance of that steady progress which has already begun. 

CoprpER,—The tendency of the market during the week has been 
somewhat less active. Transactions have been restricted within com- 
paratively narrow limits, owing to the absence of speculation, and, 
consequently, the market has assumed a quiet appearance. Holders 
are, however, unaffected by the existing lull, which they view as only 
temporary, feeling fully assured that ere long a renewed demand for 
positive requirements must arise. The variation in quotations throughout the 
week has been very trifling, and thelcastsign of activity would quickly restore 
prices to their recent standard. Chili is now quoted 65/. to 661., according to 
brand and prompt; ores and regulus, 13s, 6d., nominal. Yellow metal unaltered 
in price; some enquiry, but at rates slightly below what would prove accept- 
able to sellers. 

Iron.—From the North of England reports are decidedly more en- 
couraging. So soon as the announcement of peace became an esta- 
blished fact manufacturers of pig-iron raised their quotations from 
6s.tols.aton, Middlesborough pigs are now quoted—No., 1, 50s. 6d, 
to 51s,; No. 3, 47s.; No. 4, 45s. 6d. to 46s,, net cash, The manufac- 
ture of pig-iron in this district is so much on the increase that buyers 
are indisposed to yield to the prices demanded, being persuaded that by holding 
back a little stocks will increase, and sellers will be glad _to do business upon 
easier terms. Continental shipments are going forward with rapidity, now 
that the navigation of the Elbe is once more open. Large delivertes have been 
made in Antwerp and Rotterdam, as well as in other portions, The makers of 
railway bars are in expectation of a brisk trade as the season advances with 
the Continent, to repair the damage done during the seven-months war. En- 
quiries from Russia and America would seem to indicate a large business from 
those quarters. The strike among the Scotch ironworkers has given an impetus 
to the iron shipbuilding trade in the three principal North Country rivers; in 
fact, with the exception of merchant bars, which are quiet, other varieties are 
in good demand. From South Wales the reports are not so satisfactory. En- 
gagements on an extensive scale might be entered into on continental account, 
were it uot for a feeling of insecurity with regard to the future; but as France 
begins to show signs of returning vitality confidence will doubtless be re-esta- 
blished, and we may look for a similar improvement to that already reported 
from the North of England, Russia is already in the field, and several houses 
have booked orders. There are enquiries for considerable quantities of tron 
abroad, but at present buyers and sellers have not come to terms. Spring orders 
from India are looked for, and from the contemplated extensions to the railway 
system if, is thought that large contracts will be entered into, The United States 
of America receive much the largest proportion of the out-turn of the rail works 
in South Wales. The Scotch pig market is steady; the market Closes 52s, 8d. 
cash, sellers 52s. 9d. There is a decrease of 1875 tons in shipments last week, 
compared with the corresponding week of last year, Swedish iron is quiet. 
No arrivals have taken place, as the navigation has been stopped by ice, 
LeEAD,—The buoyancy of the market alluded to in last week’s 
Journal has continued throughout the week ; and acting upon anti- 
cipations of short supplies from Spain during the ensuing season, 
sellers are loath to close contracts for any quantity except at an ad-

T1n.—A few sales have been effected of small parcels, In the earlier 
part of the week easier rates were reported, but since then the ground 
apparently lost has been recovered, and the market closes steady, 
with better enquiry, There may not be much variation during the 
next week or two, on account of the near approach of the Dutch sale, 
after which the position of the market will be more clearly defined ; in the mean- 
time we think the ten:ency is upwards, ‘The feeling in Holland witb regard to 
the sale is that it will impart strength to the market; and as that conclusion 
is based upon communications received from all quarters from those most in- 
terested, it may be fairly assumed to be correct, and will, doubtless, exercise a 
sensible influence upon the future course of the market.

MINES REGULATION AND INSPECTION, 


The representatives of those interested in the metalliferous mines 
of Cornwall and Devonshire have accepted the principle of the 
Mines Regulation Bill, 1871, although they are desirous that certain 
trifling alterations, which they conceive will improve the measure, 
should be introduced, It seems that from the doubt that has been 
entertained whether the children employed about metalliferous mines 
came within the provisions of the Workshop Regulation Act, 1867, 
it has, as far as the Cornish and Devon mines are concerned, re- 
mained a dead letter, and the metalliferous miners are simply de- 
sirous that it should remain so, The 11th clause of the new Bill 
enacts that— The provisions of the Workshop Regulation Act, 1867, 
shall extend to all women, young persons, and children employed 
above ground in connection with any mine in the same manner as 
if the place in which they are so employed were a workshop within 
the meaning of that Act, and they were employed in a handicraft,” 
and Mr. BRUCE has expressed to Mr. St, AUBYN his willingness to 
limit the operation of the clause to coal mines, upon the understand- 
ing that Cornish mines shall be regarded as under the Workshop 
Regulation Act of 1867, and this arrangement was generally ap- 
proved of, 

The clause which provided that no boy between 10 and 13 shall 
work underground more than three days in any one week, nor more 
than 12 hourse in any one day, was not altogether objected to, but 
it was considered preferable that the prohibition should be limited 
to boys between 10 and 12 years. With respect to the educational 
provisions contained in the 9th clause, which compels all boys be- 
tween 10 and 13 to receive 10 hours schooling per week, it was con- 
sidered uuobjectionable, seeing that the section is intended to apply 
only to boys working underground, and that Mr. Bruce had pro- 
mised to make the necessary alterations to prevent misunderstand- 
ing on the matter. Efforts will also be made to limit the age to 
12 years, as in the former case, and to get the third sub-section struck 
out, so as not to prevent school after 6 o’clock in the evening from 
reckoning as educational time. 

Amongst the other alterations proposed, which are chiefly of a mi- 
nor character, was a suggcstion that the word owner being inappli- 
cable to Cornish mines should be more clearly detined, and it was 
thought best to make some representative person—the purser or some 
other public officer—answerable on behalf of all the adventurers in 
amine, The desirability of such a course is beyond question, and 
for the prevention of evasions of the Act seems absolutely necessary. 
The modification of the thirty-fourth clause seems equally desirable 
to prevent the infraction of the Act. Incase of abandoned mines 
in which the ownership of the surface, and of the minerals, are 
vested in different persons the obligations to fence shafts is thrown 
primarily on both owners, but the owner of the surface has a remedy 
given him against the owner of the minerals. To this clause a most 
important amendment is proposed by Capt. TEAGUE, the object of 
which is to throw on mine-lords the expense of fencing all shafts 
now existing, and not used by any mine during its present working 
It is scarcely necessary to state that Capt. TeaAGue’s resolution was 
carried unanimously, as was also that for continuing the services of 
Mr. ROBERT HUNT, I’.R.S., to prepare the Mineral Statistics, which he 
has so ubly collected and compiled for nearly a quarter of a century. 

But perhaps the most satisfactory statement made at the meeting 
of the Cornish Committee was that embodied in the resolution of 
Mr. W. BoLiruo, jun., that the Committee made no opposition to 
the introduction of a clause leaving the choice of a mine doctor with 
the miners themselves. The question of dealing with the doctor and 
club money has always been a matter of dispute between the miners 
and mine adventurers, in consequence of the adventurers almost in- 
variably regarding those funds as part of their banker's balance, so 
that although the miners received their regular allowance, even after 
all subscriptions made by them have becn expended, no account is 
taken when the balance is intheirfavour. If this canbe remedied 


it will give much satisfaction to the miners generally ; the empower- | 


ing of the miners to appoint their own doctor will also be regarded 
as a great boon, 

At the Trade Societies Congress on Wednesday resolutions iden- 
tical to those referred to in last week’s Journal as having been de- 
cided upon by the Miners’ Association, were passed. 





THE COLLIERY EXPLOSIONS IN SOUTH WALES. 


Whilst all men will deplore, still there are few possessing large 
experience of colliery work who will be surpris:d that within a week 
after one grave explosion another should occur in the same district. 
Mr, WALES and Mr, BrouaH, the Inspectors for the South Wales and 
the South-Western districts respectively, are again, as they were in 
1869, simultaneously engaged in investigating calamities of the same 
order in the districts which adjoin one another. Last week we re- 
corded the leading features, so far as they had become known, of the 
explosion, 20 miles from Cardiff, on the property of the Pentre and 
Church Steam Coal Company, by which 41 lives were lost, That ac- 
cident occurred on Feb, 24. On March 2, at half-past 4 o’clock in 
the afternoon, 41 men and boys were at work in No, 1 pit of the 
Victoria Works, belonging to the Ebbw Vale Steel, Iron, and Coal 
Company (Limited), at Victoria, which is really a portion of Ebbw 
Vale. The pit lies at the base of the steep hill which divides Vic- 
toria from Tredegar, is 231 yards deep, and is worked by a single 
double-cage shaft. Ironstone and coal are both found in the three 
mineralogical divisions of which the mine consists, At the base 
there is the stone, in the middle lies the old coal seam, and nearer 
to the surface is the spotted vein, which is not, however, at present 
being got. The operations have been carried on for about a quarter 
of a century, and with so much success that it has enjoyed a compa- 
rative immunity from accidents, So free, too, has this Monmouth- 
shire Mine been from gas that naked lights have been used, and that 
was the character of the illumination which was being employed on 
Thursday afternoon, when at the time we have indicated an explo- 
sion happened in No, 10 heading in the old coal seam, Strikingly 
indicative of the varied phases marking accidents of this class is 
the circumstance that whilst on the previous Fridayin the Rhondda 
Valley, not very many miles away, the accident was accompanied by 
evidences resembling the sudden outburst of a volcano, the firing 
of the carburetted hydrogen in this case was almost as silent as is 
the working of the noxious supervening carbonic acid, A few walls 
are found to be down, but upon the surface nothing was heard of 
the explosion, and the miners at work in the ironstone, 15 yards below 
the place of the explosion, experienced no further inconvenience than 
a momentary vibration in the atmospheric current, This excited 
only passing surprise, and the work was continued, yet out of the 
41 people down at the time 18 have succumbed, the great majority 
of them, as will be imagined, having fallen suddenly, but quietly, 
into their last long sleep by the mortal stupefaction which accom- 
panied the inhaling of the carbonic acid. There are 19 deaths re- 
corded, The 19this due to the impetuosity of the o’ermastering love 
of a parent for the child, The one deceased to whom we refer is 
JONATHAN PrIcu, the fireman, who, receiving the signal to return to 
the pit when he had hardly got to the surface, instantly descended, 
and seeking his son, who was amongst the workers, ran out of the 
current of the fresh air, and less fortunate than the underground 
officer who soaght his son in the workings of Pentre Colliery on the 
previous week, was not brought out of the suffocating gas till it 
was too late. Whilstat Pentre the father survives, xt Victoria father 
and son have alike fallen. At Pentre no one is left to tell the tale, 
but at Victoria two workpeople, who were in the coal workings at 
the time of the accident, survive. The poor men have been sadly in- 
jured, but it is hoped that they may ultimately recover, Their in- 
juries having been occasioned by the carburetted hydrogen, and not 
by the carbonie acid, induces the inference that they may be able to 
supply us with some information as to the immediate cause of the 
explosion. The most elucidatory testimony will never, however, be 
forthcoming. 

Three sources of danger will immediately present themselves to 
every colliery manager as having, one or the other, been likely to 
bring about the calamity. There is first the accumulation of gas in 
a portion of the old workings; then there is a sudden emission of 
gas, known as a blower; and next there is a derangement of venti- 
tion, by the accidental blocking of doors, and the like. Accumula- 
tions of gas in old workings insufficiently swept with air have caused 
accidents hardly less fatal even where naked lights have been used, 
and where, as would seem to have been the case here, the manage- 
ment has generally been excellent; but the more usual cause in 
South Wales isa blower. To such a source must be attributed the 
accident which on May 25, 1869, killed seven persons, all who were 
employed in the very small district that fired in Cwm-nant-ddu pits, 
likewise belonging to the Ebbw Vale Company. There, however, a 
very large quantity of gas suddenly developed itself, and indeed was 
flowing for more than nine months after the explosion. In that 
case it was traceable to the squeezing of the roof of a deep heading, 
which roof was composed of interlaminations of rock and carbon- 
accous matter, a description of strata which, Mr. BRouGcH pointed 
out at the time, very often throws off inflammable gas when dis- 
turbed. There were nine stalls in the deep heading, and 6000 feet 
of wind per minute was passing into them, Though this quantity 
was not large, yet as it came direct from the surface, was entirely 
uncontaminated, and had to range over no more than 1} acres, the 
quantity fully complied with the provisions of the first general rule, 
which requires the ventilation to be sufficient “under ordinary cir- 
cumstances.” No doubt the men would have had a better chance if 
there had been more air; but doubt there is hardly any that a blower— 
a dumb blower certainly, but still a blower—in the stall mentioned 
caused the accident, and so the jury decided, Further, if the shale 
top had not disappeared the gas would not have been met with. It 
was from the carbonaceous matter in the “rashings” that the car- 
buretted hydrogen burst forth, Thelithological change of roof brought 
about the disaster. In the accident which happened on June 10, 1869, 
in Mr. WALEs'’s district, 16 days after that we have just been describ- 
ing as having occurred in Monmouthshire, 53 lives were lost. That 
calamity is known as the second Ferndale explosion; the first oc- 
curred on Nov. 18, two years before, and killed, as we last week re- 
peated, 178 people. As to the second Ferndale explosion, the same 
absence of evidence of accumulation of carburetted hydrogen is ob- 
served as in the case of the explosion at Cwm-nant-ddu. At the 
same time, blowers were frequent. At Cwm-nant-ddu the “ meadow 
vein” was being worked, and in the deep heading it was 8 ft. in thick- 
ness. At the second I’erndale the “ upper four” was being got. The 
2 ft. Din. above being left untouched. A log-book was kept. The 
entries were numerous of “ blowers and heavy falls to-day ;” then 
| there were occasionally seen “ no blowersor falls to-day.” Thus the 
assumption was evolved that blowers were the normal condition of 
the colliery. 

Lamps, it is easy to understand, would have been an additional 
protection at Victoria; but lamps, it is equally certain, are not an 
infallible remedy against an explosion in the event of a “ blower.” 
| They were not so at Cwm-nant-ddu. We all know that they were 
| notin the Rhondda Vach; and it is unhappily too clear that they 
| did not prevent the explosion on Friday week at the spot so close to 
| Ferndale. That they should not have obviated the second disaster 
| is the more striking, inasmuch as the use of gunpowder had been 








.; abandoned there, and a current of air was being driven through the 


| workings suchas is seldom to be found for abundance in any portion 
)of the Principality. Whilst the leaving of the Two-feet-uine un-

;per minute. To render such a quantity highly explosive all that was 
| wanted wasa discharge for about five minutes of from 2500 to 3000 ft. 
| of gasper minute, The Davy, the Stephenson, and the Clanny lamps 
| will pass the flame when exposed to an explosive current having a 
velocity of 8 or 9 ft. per second, which is only five or six miles an 
|}hour, Ata much higher velocity than this the air was travelling in 
the intake level, near to the point of explosion, It was not, there-

fore, necessary if that air became explosive that there should beg 


naked light or a defective lamp to have produced the calamity, The 
Act requires that a lamp shall be safe up to a velocity of 30 or 40 ft, 
per second. Such a lamp, there is reason to fear, was not being used 
at Ferndale at the time of the ignition, but such lamps now probably 
exist, and are being used in South Wales—it may be presumed at 
Ferndale among the other collieries; but all lamps, so far as we 
know, that are now in considerable practical use which meet this ree 
quirement have the great drawback to their general adoption that 
they are easily put out upon being moved. We want a lamp that 
will bear moving, or else that will go out immediately upon coming 
into contact with explosive gas. How far the facts here noted have 
any bearing upon the Pentre calamity remains to be seen. In any 
event we are not without hope that the difficulty which the lamp 
makers have yet to grapple with will by-and-bye be overcome, The 
mining world will then possess a much desiderated safeguard against 
those sources of danger which are being so often come upon in the 
South Wales field—a sudden irruption of carburetted hydrogen, 





COLLIERY EXPLOSIONS, 
[FROM A CORRESPONDENT.] 

The immunity from explosion which has characterised the work. 
ing of collieries in Northumberland and Durham for many years 
past has been brought about in a great measure by investigations 
instituted by Government into the cause and nature of these acci- 
dents. A wholesome fear of these scrutinies has the effect of put- 
ting those in charge of mines upon their guard in carrying out the 
simple regulations of our mines, and in applying practical improve. 
ments which will in any way aid ventilation. 

We fear that in the collieries of South Wales and Monmouthshire 
—where two most serious explosions have lately happened—this 
state of things has not been arrived at, and there is not that security 
of a reasonable character that we should wish to see accompany the 
working of every mine. We are inclined to think there is not a lack 
of practical and experienced men as overlookers in the collieries of 
South Wales. What is wanted is a more scientific system of dealing 
with their workings and ventilation. Do they take advantage of the 
tendency of fire-damp to rise naturally to the highest part of goaves 
or to any set of workings, from which it may be carried away by 
special airways? This implies laying out works beforehand with 
this view, and avoiding large accumulations of gas such as mustun. 
happily have existed in the Pentre Mine. Where accumulations of 
gas are allowed to take place, and old stalls remain unventilated, 
there is likely to occur an accident sooner or later, as we cannot gua. 
rantee lamps being always perfect, and men always on their guard, 


If powder is used in connection with lamps here is another fertile . 


source of colliery explosions, 

Let the workings be thoroughly ventilated where they are open, 
in the remotest parts; the goaf be drained partly of gas by its na. 
tural tendency to ascend; and the use of powder prohibited where 
lamps are required and used as a precaution; and we predict there 
will follow a marked decrease in colliery explosions, and a great 
saving in human life. 


NEW COAL FIELDS IN MID-ENGLAND, 


The mining engineers of the Staffordshire and Shropshire coal fields 
are to be congratulated upon the vigorous efforts they are making to 
solve the all-important question of the existence, or otherwise, of coal 
in the portions of the country in which they are located, abutting 
upon the known and proved coal fields. It is no secret that the 
South Staffordshire and East Worcestershire mining engineers have 
set themselves to work to prove the connection between the South 
Staffordshire and Warwickshire fields, Assisted by capitalists of their 
number, and likewise by men of wealth who are not mining engi- 
neers, they are carrying forward sinkings beneath the red rock, on 
the Sandwell estate, at West Bromwich, belonging to the Earl of 
DARTMOUTH, The South Midland Institute of Mining, Civil, and 
Mechanical engineers, established in Wolverhampton, with the Go- 
vernment Inspector for South Staffordshire and East Worcestershire 
at its head, appear to be no less determined in its resolve to de- 
monstrate the precise nature of the formation between the South 
Staffordshire and the Shropshire fields. In the accompanying Sup- 
plement to this week’s Journal is shown what, with this object in 
view, were the proceedings of that Institute last Monday, They have 
satisfied themselves that coal exists in localities that the Government 
Geological Surveyors—not possessing tke opportunities for careful 
examination, which since the Survey have come within the reach of 
local engincers—set down as doubtful, but which unquestionably pos- 
sess the much coveted mineral. Of the most promising portion of 
this they have obtained a concession to the extent of some 1000 acres, 
and the terms of the preliminary lease have been settled with the 
owner, Lord HATHERTON, Thus they purpose to prove step by step, 
for the property taken comes up close against that of a colliery now 
being worked with great promise on the western edge of Cannock Chase, 
The Institute would thus seem to have made the first move towards 
practically solving the highly interesting question upon which there 
has lately been so much debate in our columns, by experienced local 
geologists, who hold views upon this matter that they believe to be 
well founded, and which the acknowledged ability of the disputants 
invests with much weight, so long as positive trials keep the subject 
within the realms of debate, 

We desire now to direct attention to the views which are known 
to be held by men of considerable trade mark in the districts under 
discussion, and, amongst those men, by Mr. 8. BAILEY, who, by the 
way, is the mining engineer for the nobleman from whom the South 
Midland Institute have just obtained the concession of land upon 
which they intend to make their trial sinking. These views lead to 
the conclusion that coal will be found to extend far beyond the pre- 
sent known limits both on the west, north, and east sides. There are 
the Shropshire field 14 miles on the west side, the North Staffordshire 
and Cheadle within 16 miles on the north side, and the Warwickshire 
within 10 or 12 miles on the east side. It is not easy to come toany 
other conclusion than that the intervening surface overlies very valu- 
able coal fields, Such views are strengthened in relation to the 
ground between the Staffordshire and Warwickshire fields by the fact 
that regular coal seams have been proved and worked to some con- 
siderable extent near Aldridge, under the Red Measures, in the direc- 
tion of the Warwickshire collieries. Further, workings, made under 
Mr, BAILEY'S superintendence in Warwickshire, show that the coal 
under the Red Measures dips at an angle of 1 in 6, and then becomes 
flatter as it approaches the Staffordshire fields, Hence the inference 
may be drawn that coal extends between the two localities to a con- 
siderable extent, though it may be broken at intervals by faults, 
The very important investigation now going forward on the Sand- 
well estate will further prove this, as in the sinking made under Mr. 

3AILEY'S superintendence at Wigmore, on the same estate, over the 
boundary of the South Staffordshire coal field, the coal measures 
were found under the red rocks, dipping at an angle of 50° or 60°; 
indeed, the bottom part of the Thick coal was here, at the same angle, 
from 4 to 5 yards thick. These coals appeared to abut against the 
Silurian rocks. This circumstance, no doubt, greatly encouraged the 
promoters of the Sandwell Company’s scheme. As to the western 
boundary of the district, much has been said respecting the character 
of the fault. We may remark that some five or six years ago it was 
suggested that this fault should be proved on Mr, VERNON’S estate at 
Essington, where the coal was at the time being worked up to it at 
a depth of about 200 yards, and Mr, BAILEY thought that would be 
a favourable opportunity to do so. He proposed that a head should 
be driven from that level a distance of 200 or 300 yards into it, and 
Mr. Becket?’ joined him in a report, which was distributed among 
the owners of the various adjoining properties, asking them to con- 
tribute towards the expense of the proof, but as the matter was not 
taken up by them, it fell through. A head was, however, driven & 
few yards into it. Fora short distance it was very disturbed, and 
then a decided dislocation was met with, at an angle of 50° to 70° 
from the floor of the mine, The fault at that point was a “down- 
throw” westward, and of considerable extent, but it was reduced 
northward by various branches striking out of it; and the West Can- 
nock sinking proves that the coal measures are not cut off by this 
fault, formerly supposed to extend in the direction of Rugeley, but 
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i robably extend, and join the northern portion 
that they wi ire opal auld end the North Staffordshire coal field. 
‘At Cheadle Mr. BAILEY found, from a recent inspection, the bate 
seams under the red rocks dipping in the direction of the South Staf-

a ery one most valuable and important coal field in this di- 
rection there cannot be two opinions, but the extent remains to be 
, i, Rather than attempt proofs in the centre of these different 
tik ore where the depth may be from 500 to 1000 yards, the more 
poe castes! and certain mode is by following the leadings of the coal, 
oo step, as has been done so successfully in several instances, 
And this we are glad to see the Institute have made up their minds 
todo. There is no room to question the value of the mines in the 
northern part of the South Staffordshire coal field, and it is a re- 
markable fact that every step which has been taken to prove that 
coal field has been most encouraging, both as to the superior quality 
of the coal and its increased thickness and hardness. It is interest- 
ing to follow the proofs of the deep and shallow coal from High- 
bridge, at Brownhills, to the West Cannock new pits, and to remark 
the growing thickness in that direction, At Highbridge, the two 
coals are 9 ft. 9in.; at Brownhills, 11ft.; at Cannock Chase, 12 ft. 6in.; 
at Hednesford, 14 ft. 6 in.; at Cannock and Rugeley, 16 ft. 4 in.; and 
the West Cannock new pits, so far as has been proved, will have a 
similar thickness. Besides this, the working of them is so much 
improved by a good roof and floor, and also freedom from water, 
The cost also of a plant (although it is 150 yards deeper) is not more 
in this new district than it has been in some cases in the Brownhills 
district. Looking, therefore, at all these elucidatory premises, we can- 
not doubt but the coal field will extend, and rapidly be developed under 
the red rocks on either side of the South Staffordshire coal basin. 





THE REGISTRATION AND PRESERVATION OF MINING 
PLANS AND SECTIONS, 


The Mines Regulation Bill, 1871, brings up the question more pro- 
minently than of late of the value of securing accurate plans and 
sections of all our subterranean operations, Before we express any 
opinion of our own, we desire to place before our readers the opinions 
which have been expressed at different times by men of eminence in 
science, and of great practical experience in mining, on this impor- 
tant subject. WERNER, in his “Treatise on Mineral Veins” says— 

“Tt 1s an obligation and a duty for us to collect and leave to future genera- 
tions as much instruction and kuowledgo as possible on the labours carried on 
in our miues, whether it be in those that are still worked or in those which have 
been given;up.’’ 

Acommittee of coalowners at South Shields expressed their opinion 
in the following words :— 

“The registering of plans and other statistical information would not only 
undoubtedly tend to preserve both life and property, but would also furnish 
Government with information relative to the mining resources of the country, 
of which they are now ignorant, and which information it is impossible other- 
wise to obtain.’’—(Report of the Souch Shields Committee upon Accidents in 
Collieries, the Result of their Iuvestigations, and Sugg »stions, with Remarks as 
to Legislative Interference.) COMMITTER.

In 1797, WILLIAM THOMAS, an eminent colliery viewer, expressed 
his opinion in the following words :— 

* An institution which should bea repository of all mine plans and records 
of workings may have remote rather than immediate advantage; but when 
the information shall have reached such a degree of maturity as it will be the 
business of such an institution to attain and maintain the advantage will be 
considerable. A knowledge of the properties of the district, with the nature of 
the strata which compose each respective division of that property, and a regu- 
lar history of the various seams of coal existing within each division, will cause 
a considerable saving in the expense of boring, which for the purpose of ascer- 
taining facts will then, in a great measure, be rendered unnecessary. A saving 
of time as well of money will be effected. Auother considerable advantage to 
be obtained by this collective information and connection of property is the 
knowledge that will be thereby procured with respect to the nature, situation, 
and direction of the various dykes and interruptions that have been met with 
in prosecution of the workings of the respective seams within each individual 
property. By this information neighbouring collieries, towards which the dl- 
rection of those interruptions tends, may be extricated from a too fatal secu- 
rity, and led to make those preparations to meet approaching evils, the neces- 
sity of which could not have otherwise been foreseen, ignorant as they must have 
been that any disaster was likely to happen. The growth of such a history on 
a subject now very imperfectly Known presents many advantages. The proprie- 
tor becomes acquainted with the value and importance of his property. The 
coal resources of this country would be reduced within the limits of calculation ; 
and the adventurer who risks his fortune would then do so with a degree of 
confidence in the ultimate result, But the more important consideration which 
80 forcibly urges the adoption of the plan appears to be that of transmitting to 
posterity such authentic information relative to the limits of every particular 
waste and the full ectent of the workings in the respective seams as to preclude 
the possibility of any subsequent workings approaching the old wastes too 
abruptly, thereby placing the lives of a valuable description of men and the 
property of individuals in greater security. At present the remains of old pits 
on the surface is sometimes the only evidence of ancient workings.’’ 


WILLIAM CHAPMAN, C.E., read a paper on this subject, in 1815, 
before a mining institute, in which he says :— 

‘“*T perfectly accord with Mr. Thomas where he says ‘ that more particularly 
when a colliery gives up working any particular seam there should boa public 
record of the exact limits of the waste at the moment the works cease, as on this 
depends, in a great measure, the security whick subsequent workings will de- 
rive from such collected information.’ The next point of consideration is how 
those records are to be obtained, and more essentially how to make them per- 
manent, because the benefit to be derived from them is of far less importance 
to the present than to future times—therefore, [ fear that nothing short of a 
public law can produce the end desired. Had Mr. Thomas's views been carried 
ont in 1797 the public would now have been in possession of plans and records 
of many wrought out and relinquished seams. The want would be a serious 
loss. I have, consequently, suggested a retrospective clause. Great Britain 
owes its pre-eminence in no inconsiderable degree to the abundance of its coal 
mines, which, therefore, as an object of first national importance, it is desirable 
should be prolonged as far as possible to future ages by leaving to posterity cer- 
tatu records to direct them where they may obtain coal, which in the tine of 


its abundance would not quit the cost of working, but which then would be of 
great value,”’ 


The well-known and justly-celebrated JouN BUDDLE, in his re- 
marks on coal mines, says :— 

‘It is obvious that many collieries which are now open will sooner or later 
be shut up, and lie dormant for various and indefinite periods—and the proba- 
bility is that in many cases all knowledge of the dykes which intersect them 
may be lost, and that the parties having to re-open them may be as ignorant, 
or even more so thau those who first opened these mines. It is not necessary 
that I should dwell on the extent of the loss of property and of lives which may 
result from such a state of things. [wish to draw public attention to the means 
of avoiding it. Although the several dykes which have been met with in all 
the working collieries of the present day are accurately represented on the work- 
ing plans of these collieries, yet from the detached and local nature of those 
plans no general and accurate notion of their lines of direction, bendings, and 
throws can be formed from such detached sourees of information. Nothing can 
effect the object of gaining an accurate knowledge of this important feature in 
the geological structure of our district but the construction of a map of it, laid 
down from actual survey, on which all the dykes that have yet been discovered 
shall be correctly represented. This map to be accompanied by a book of sec- 
tions, showing the throws of the dykes in every part of the district.’’ 








_TuHE ExPort CoAL TRADE.—The exports of coal from the United 
Kingdom last year attained an aggregate of 11,495,092 tons, as com- 
pared with 10,588,425 tons in 1869, and 10,837,804 tons in 1868, 
Notwithstanding the war, which greatly reduced the consumption of 
English coal in France in the last four months of last year, France 
imported 2,082,224 tons of English coal in 1870, as compared with 
1,999,920 tons in 1869, and 1,925,661 tons in 1868. Our exports of 
coal seem to have increased more or less considerably last year to 
Russia, Sweden, Denmark, Prussia, the Hanse Towns, Holland, France, 
Spain} Italy, the United States, and Brazil ; but they declined as re- 
gards British India. The aggregate value of the coal exported last 
year was 5,506,8902., as compared with 5,067,790/. in 1869, and 
5,352,5251, in 1868. In these totals France figured for 920,0932., 
869,1371., and 872,568/. respectively, While our coal exports in 1870 
amounted to 11,495,092 tons, they stood in 1865 at only 9,170,477 
tons, in 1860 at 7,321,832 tons, and in 1855 at 4,976,902 tons. This 
branch of British export commerce has thus been steadily and greatly 
increasing during the last fifteen years, 

GEOLOGISTS’ ASSOCIATION.—The report of the Council, just issued, 
states that the proceedings of the association during the past year 
have been marked by the excellence of the papers read at the ordi- 
nary meetings of the members, by the number and success of the ex- 
cursioas made to places of geological interest, and by the visits to 
public museums, The financial condition of the association con- 


tinues to offer matter for congratulation. The annual subscriptions 
have increased, and after discharging all liabilities there remains a 
balance in hand of more than 582, The Rev. T. Wiltshire, M.A., has 
been elected President for the ensuing year, and Mr, J, Log an Lobley 
has accepted the office of honorary secretary. 





UTILISATION OF SMALL COAL, 


That small coal can be successfully converted into a useful and 
economic fuel has been sufficiently proved by the results obtained 
with it by the Peninsular and Oriental, Pacific Steam Navigation, and 
other similar companies; yet there is stiil an enormous quantity of 
small coal wasted which it would be to the advantage alike of the 
colliery proprietor and the owner of the mineral to work up, The 
principle of utilising the refuse coal was fully detailed in an article 
upon Indian Coal, published in the Wining Journal of Jan, 25, 1868, 
for it should be mentioned that a process which is valuable for one 
description of coal is generally valuable, and that where the round 
coal is of inferior quality the small is necessarily so. To permit of 
small coal being successfully treated it is essential that the impuri- 
ties should be merely mechanically mixed with the coal, for it is then 
not difficult to find a cheap and efficient mode of separating them 
and converting the cleaned coal into marketable fuel. The success 
of this latter portion of the process seems inall cases to depend upon 
crushing the coal sufficiently fine before attempting to amalgamate 
it. If this be done almost any binding material, whether pitch, tar, 
gluten, farina, or other similar substance can be used with equal ad- 
vantage, so that the only question to be considered is which can be 
most cheaply obtained at the place were the fuel is manufactured. 
In the case of the ** Crown Preserved Coal,” manufactured under 
patents granted to Mr. H. W. Wood, of Cardiff, which expired in 
August of last year, the advantage claimed is that a “ preserved 
coal,” in contradistinction to “ patent fuel,” is produced, which re- 
tains its full power and strength in all climates for any number of 
years, Mr. Wood has now taken further patents exclusively for im- 
proved machinery, adhering to the same principle so successfully 
developed under his former patents. He very truly remarks that in 
manufactured articles first cost frequently takes precedence of qua- 
lity. With regard to artificial fuel, inferiority is quite as annoying 
as in round coal, and Mr, Wood seems to think that all admixtures 
of pitch and coal are objectionable, for he observes that in order to 
meet the desire for a cheap article manufacturers have been direct- 
ing their efforts towards simplifying the process by adding the pitch, 
or other ingredients, to the small coal in its natural state, and then 
warming them together by roasting over a fire, or by introducing 
hot air or steam into some kind of mixing machine, and then press- 
ing the compound obtained by one operation into moulds, Heat, he 
says, in whatever way applied to a mass of small coal and pitch, acts 
first upon the pitch aud melts it, whilst the moisture which remains 
in the coal expandsin the form of vapour, and repels the process of 
absorption of pitch ; while artificial fuel, as now generally made, is 
dull in sound, pulverises upon fracture, and will not bear the sharp 
blast of a locomotive engine, which disintegrates the pitch, ignites 
the pitch mingled with, but not absorbed by, the coal, so that the 
latter deprived of the pitch which held it together deadens the fire, 
crumbles through the bars, or is carried into the smoke-box, and up 
the chimney in the form of dust, 

To show the contrast which preserved coal presents to fuel of this 
kind, Mr. Wood mentions that « block weighing 56 lbs., and a frag- 
ment of another manufactured by him in 1858, was fished up out of 
the East Bute Dock, Cardiff, in 1862, where it had been under water 
upwards of three years, and placed in the late Cardiff Industrial Ex- 
hibition. Both these were made from ordinary dock screenings, and 
in the ordinary course of business, ‘They are nowin the museum of 
the Cardiff Free Library, and are considered thoroughly to show what 
preserved coal should and may always be, These 56-1b, blocks are 
found the best and easiest to handle, and when broken and thrown 
upon the fire, ignite easily, admit a free passage of air, which causes 
perfect combustion, forms a most enduring coke, gives out an intense 
white flame, and requires neither alteration in the furnaces, nor spe- 
cial directions for stoking, beyond those ordinarily supplied with the 
natural coal from which it is manufactured, It is, of course, most 
advantageous to employ the best and cleanest fresh cut small coal, 
and it is found that in that ease the blocks preserve in a remarkable 
degree the characteristics of the coal from which they are made, 





PROCEEDINGS IN PARLIAMENT ON THE PATENT LAWS.—Thissub- 
ject engaged the attention of the Inventors’ Institute on Thursday 
last, Mr. G. W. HeEMANS, M.I.C.E., in the chair. After explanations 
of the provisions of Mr, HINDE PALMER’s Bill by Mr, R. M, LATHAM, 
the secretary, and observations by Capt. J. H. SELWYN, who referred 
to the unsatisfactory character of Government action in awarding 
remuneration to inventors, and referred to the case of Capt, ScoTT 
as a recent examplar ; also remarks by Dr. J. H. Cottyer, Mr. J. 
M. Hypg, and other gentlemen generally favourable to Mr, PAL- 
MER’S Bill, but against its provision for compulsory licenses, Mr. 
CAMPIN then urged the importance of the Patent System as the 
only practicable means of enabling inventive working men (by far 
the greater proportion of inventors) to obtain the assistance of capi- 
talists, and stated that he thought Mr, PALMER’s Bill, with amend- 
ments, would greatly improve the system, He moved that the Com- 
mittee of the Institute for watching the proceedings in Parliament 
should take into consideration the various propositions made at the 
meeting, which was unanimously agreed to. 








REACTIONARY PROCESS OF STEEL MANUFACTURE,—Considerable 
interest was taken in this country a short time since in the process 
of steel manufacture invented by Messrs. KE, and P. Martin, of Sireuil, 
and an elaborate and interesting article on the subject has just been 
published in the “ Revue Universelle des Mines Metallurgic,” &c., by 
Mr. A, Noblet, the managing proprietor. The process, it will be re- 
membered, consists in the employment in the reverberatory furnace 
of a method of refining by the reaction of iron and the oxides of 
iron upon the iron in fusion—a process which was pointed out by 
Reaumur in 1722; but, notwithstanding the efforts of Chalut and 
Clouet, Mushet, Uchatius, Hassenfratz, and others, was never suc- 
cessfully carried out before, indeed the idea had been abandoned as 
false and impracticable. The Martin process has proved a great 
success, and as two-thirds of the sulphur and three-fourths of the 
phosphorus are removed it will, no doubt, come largely into use. The 
first cost of the plant is much lower than for the Bessemer process, 





THE GEOLOGY AND MINERAL Resources OF S1AM.—Compara- 
tively little has been published with reference to the geology of Siam ; 
but a correspondent kindly furnishes a series of valuable notes as to 
the best sources available on the subjeet. Much information will 
be found in “ Mohat, On Siam and Gambodia,” probably to be found 
in the library of the British Museum, although itis notin the library 
of the Geological Society of London, nor in that of the Royal School 
of Mines. Inu Mr. J. Crawford's “ Descriptive Directory of Indian 
Islands ” (p. 379) there are some very interesting noteson Siam, They 
refer to a district from 4° to 22° of north latitude, and 1080 geogra- 
phical miles in length, embracing an area of about 111,000 geogra- 
phical miles. Three mountain chains, taking a north and south di- 
rection, are referred to as running between the equator and 14° north 
latitude; and iron, tin, and gold have been found in the continuation 
of the middle chain and in the most westerly part through the Malay 
Peninsula. The formation is sedimentary and plutonic. Between 
13° and 14° on the western borders of Siam lead, zinc, and antimony 
have been found, but never worked; but gold, which is found asso- 
ciated with tin, has received more attention. The noted mines of 
Bangtapan are between 10° and 12° and “ Three Hundred Peaks,” 
and have yielded some fine rubies and sapphires. Prof. Royle (ve 
Banca) likewise contributed some valuable information to the Geo- 
logical Society of London, in communications “On the Mines of 
Tenassarim Province,” which were published in their Proceedings 
between November, 1843, and April, 1845, In the Quarterly Journal 
of the same society (vol. 13, p. 188), Messrs. Moyle and Hillier give 
a ‘ Notice of the Occurrence of Metalliferous Ores and of Coal in 
Siam,” in hills extending north and south from latitude 15° 25’, near 
the River Chaw Phya (Meinam), In this notice was announced the 





discovery of apparently valuable copper veins, principally of’ grau- 
wacke, also of lead and silver, and enormous beds of magnetic and 
specular iron, In the country to the north carboniferous limestone, 
with indications of coal, has been met with, and on the eastern coast 
of Siam beds of coal have likewise been discovered. In the Supple- 
ment to last week’s Journal we published an interesting communi- 
cation from a correspondent who was long resident in, and is inti- 
mately acquainted with, the country, 





MINING IN THE DOMINION OF CANADA.—Prof, ROBERT BELL, 
F.G.S., of the Geological Survey of Canada, has published in the 
Montreal 7/vrald of Feb. 17 an elaborate review of mining in Canada 
for the year 1870, Having been officially engaged in surveying Lake 
Neepigon, Thunder Bay (Lake Superior), and other districts referred 
to, the professor's annual review has this time a freshness only 
equalled by its usual accuracy and comprehensiveness, Several ex- 
tracts will appear in next week's Supplement of the Journal, 





CoAL MINING IN Nova Scot1A.—The expected repeal of the duty 
on coal by the United States Government has had the effect of sti- 
mulating enterprise on the part of colliery owners in Nova Scotia, 
and the Halifax Citizen of Feb. 13 states :— 

** Weare informed on good authority that one of the companies owntng coal 
minesin Cape Breton has made contracts in New York to deliver 150,000 tons of 
coal during the summer of the present year.”’ 





REPORT FROM SCOTLAND, 


March 8,—In the hope of higher prices and a prosperous future, 
some makers of Pig-Iron are shy sellers, and, as a consequence, store 
warrants are in demand, and stocks there have been reduced from 
410,705 tons, as at Christmas last, to 399,775 tons on the 28th ult, 
being a decrease of nearly 11,000 tons. Prices of pig-iron are also 
very firm, with a tendency to advance, Local melters are consuming 
largely for casting; andif the makers of finished iron had their dif- 
ficulties arranged with their employees, a great additional consump- 
tion would follow. Makers, however, are stocking, with the appa- 
rent intention of biding their time. The variation in the range of 
price since last report has not exceeded 14d. a ton, and the average 
of the month of February is 9d. a ton over that January, the prices 
being—1871: January, 51s, 6d.; February, 52s, 3d.—1870: Jannary, 
56s. 3d.; February, 54s.7d. These figures show that while last year 
operations were being conducted with a waning market, this year 
operations have the assistance of ascending prices. The shipments 
for the week are not, unfortunately, up to the average, being only 
8598 tons (about equally divided between home and foreign ports), 
against 10,473 tons in the corresponding week of 1870. On Monday 
the market opened very favourably for sellers, and yesterday it closed 
at 52s, 8d. cash, and 52s. 11d, a month buyers, sellers 1d, higher, 
To-day the market was quiet, and only about 4000 tons were done at 
52s. 8d. to 52s. 84d. cash, and 52s, Lld. to 52s, 114d. thirty days, 
closing sellers 3d. per ton more. No. 1, g.m.b., 533.; No. 3, 523, 3d, 
Makers Iron: No. 1 brand—Coltness, 62s.; Gartsherrie, 61s.; Shotts, 
583s. 6d.; Langloan, 56s.; Eglinton (at Ardrossan), 54s, 

The Malleable Iron Trade, at a moment when it was expected the 
wages dispute had been definitely settled, has been disorganised by 
the employers locking-out their workmen, as it was the intention of 
the latter to victimise the Glasgow Iron Company by preventing the 
Union men beginning there, and making it do battle for the whole 
trade, This being the case the masters met, and as the result the 
following notice was posted at the principal works on Friday last:— 
“Tn consequence of all the men not resuming work, this work and 
others will be closed on Saturday first until further notice.” This 
resolution on the part of the masters not only checkmated the tactics 
of the Union, but it, unfortunately, turned adrift those non-Union 
men who went in early on the masters’ terms, and who are thus cut 
off from the sympathy and support of the rest of the workmen, and 
have been excluded from their meetings. Individual employers have 
been waited upon by their workers, intimating their willingness to 
resume operations, but as it had been arranged by the Union that 
the men at work should support those on strike by heavy contribu- 
tions the lock-out was reserted to, to prevent this game from being 
successfully played out. There have been meetings every day this 
week, the masters resolving to adhere to their expressed declaration, 
and the men resolving to resist it, and not return to their work unless 
they were paid 9s, 6d. ton for nobbling and 103s, a ton for doubling, 
and the 5 per cent. men to receive the old rate of wages, There was 
a liberal distribution of funds on Saturday, and it is even hinted that 
the English masters are contributaries, for the sake of luring the 
trade from Scotland. As I find this is believed in by some of those 
in the trade, it would be well to be repudiated by the English masters, 
The trade in Manufactured Iron is now waiting on the progress of 
the strike, only isolated works doing business, In the meantime 
prices as last quoted, Ironfounding is very busy, new contracts for 
pipes having been booked within a few days. Brassfounding and 
copper-working are also very brisk. The Customs’ clearances of ma- 
nufactured iron for the past week were—Malleable, 42} tons, and 
151. value; plates (boiler), 112, value; galvanised iron, 41 tons; cast 
manufacture, 8 tons, and 11122, value; cast pipes (gas), 2370/, value, 
Some of the Customs’ entries are given in tons, and others in pounds 
value, hence the two descriptions under one head, 

The enquiry for Coals for spring shipment is good, and prices are 
rather firmer again, the better classes bringing a little more money, 
but no general advance has taken place. During the week the home 
and foreign ports have divided the aggregate shipments pretty equally 
between them, the gross total being 26,650 tons, against 23,737 tons 
in the same week last year. The Gartsherrie firm (Baird) have be- 
come the lessees of the new coal fields in the neighbourhood of 
Bellshill. There is also the early prospect of new works being opened 
on the Bent Brae estate, Hamilton, as the ground abutting on the 
cemetery has been proved to contain iron and coal in great abund- 
ance. The Fifeshire miners have struck for 9d, advance per day, 
their average, they complain, being only 2s, 3d. per day, 

At the Natural History Society two papers were read, the second 
one being a‘* Sketch cf the Coal Fieldsin the Neighbourhood of Irvine,” by 
Mr. Adam Sutherland, corresponding member. Mr. Sutherland described the 
peculiarities of the Bogside Parrot coal, now used for the manufacture of pa- 
raffin, its oily character diminishing in the strata towards the east. He also 
dwelt on the turning of the coal seams by floating whin, and applied Tyadall’s 
experiments to show that the blind coal of Irvine, ** which produces an intense 
white, dissipates in obscure heat, giving rays at least double that of ordinary 
household coal.’’ 

An excellent paper was read at the meeting of the Association of 
Engincers, in Glasgow last week, by Mr. Reynolds, jun., on “* The Arrangement 
of the Fastenings of Iron Structures.’’ The writer confined himself more par- 
ticularly to the functions of iron plates and rivets in malleable iron structures 
subject to straining and varying conditions of equillibrium—taking an tron- 
built ship as being about the best instance of one structure being subject to 
severe alternations of repose and distress, and irregularly recurring periods of 
compression, tension, and sheering. He then entered particularly into the 
plating of ships and the differeut styles of rivetting, and gave the results of 
recent experiments on such. A most interesting discussion ensued, 








TRADE OF THE TYNE AND WEAR, 


March 9.—There has been a good supply of ships here lately, and 
a large amount of business transacted in all branches, both export 
and import, Considerable quantities of coal, coke, and iron have 
been exported, and the imports have also been considerable for the 
season ; this branch will become very heavy shortly, as large quan. 
tities of timber, Esparto grass, &c., are expected, and fears are en- 
tertained that the facilities for discharging cargoes, at Tyne Dock es- 
pecially, will not be found sufficient, The want of another import 
dock in the Tyne has been felt for some time, and it ie likely to be 
experienced even more severely this season. The time has arrived 
for the yearly bindings in Durham; indeed, many of them have been 
carried out. On Saturday they were entered into at the Felling and 
Usworth Collieries, the Springwell Colliery, Kibblesworth Colliery, 
&e, At the Hetton Collieries, on the Wear, and also at sume other 
large works, the bindings were proceeded with, and at present the re- 
lations between the masters and workmen appear to be very good, 
It dves not seem to be probable that any change whatever will be 
made in the rate of prices at any of the works, the men appearing to 
be well satisfied with the old prices, which they have, indeed, every 
reason to be, and the masters do not show any wish to make reduc- 








tions at present. It is hoped that the general trade for coals will 
be better during the ensuing year than it has been during the last, 
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It is well known that during the last year the range of prices—that 
is, the average rate of prices—has been far from remunerative to the 
colliery proprietors, and during a considerable period of the year 
many of the works could not be kept going. At the present time the 
trade is very brisk, and, of course, all this is in favour of the men, 
who really have secured good prices for several years past, the dull 
time invariably occurring during the summer. : 

Some misunderstanding has taken place at the Thornley Colliery, 
which appears to a great extent to be due to the activity and zeal, 
without the exercise of discretion, of some rabid Unionists. It has 
been notorious for some time that Thornley has been infested by a 
party of men who hold extreme views as to the position and fune- 
tions of Trade Unions, and these men have given great trouble to the 
directors of the company, and caused them no small loss. The di- 
rectors have, it appears, determined to take action against these men, 
so far as to refuse to employ them at the present yearly hiring. There 
does not appear to be any question of wages at present—the only 
matter being as to the right of the managers of the works to employ 
whom they choose, and refuse to employ those they object to. As 
might be expected, those leaders, who really appear to be very mis- 
chievous, advise the main body of men to stand aloof, and refuse to 
enter into any engagement unless on condition that all the hands are, 
without any exception, employed, and at present there certainly is 
too much reason to fear that a strike may take place. <A good deal 
of the conduct and actions of those men at Thornley lately savour 
of intimidation, but whether these acts can be brought under the lash 
of the law is another question. It is evident that men of this class 
can inflict considerable injury on employers and also on their fellow- 
workmen, without subjecting themselves to legal proceedings. It is, 
however, to be hoped that the majority of the men will exercise a 
sound discretion, and refuse to be led in any direction those men 
choose to point out. It is well known that the Thornley Coal Com- 
pany have acted in the most liberal manner to the workmen, and are 
paying as good wages as any other firm in the trade, while they have 
at the same time provided the men with good dwelling-houses, 

The Iron, Foundry, Iron Shipbuilding, and General Engine Trades 
continue good, all branches being well employed at present. The 
demand for pig and finished iron also improves, but the termination 
of the war has hardly given that impetus as yet to the iron trade 
which was confidently expected. Prices are, no doubt, stiffer, buta 
substantial rise, which is so much needed, has not yet taken place, 
There is a demand for rails, and many of the makers are extremely 
busy, and this must very shortly lead to higher rates, 

The weekly wages question has suddenly come to the front in a 
most disagreeable manner. It was noticed in this letter some time 
ago that the workmen in the North had commenced to agitate the 
question, but the masters generally were either opposed to the change 
or very lukewarm on the subject, and the matter did not appear to 
make much progress. However, it appears that the men at Messrs, 
Hawthorn’s Engineworks, in Newcastle, where 1200 are employed, 
struck work in a body, insisting, in accordance with a promise they 
allege they had received, on being paid weekly instead of fortnightly. 
An interview took place between the parties on Tuesday, and again 
on Wednesday, and it was agreed that all shall commence work this 
morning, on condition that after the 17th inst, they shall receive 
their wages weekly, 

NortTH OF ENGLAND INSTITUTE OF MINING AND MECHANICAL 
ENGINEERS.—The meeting on Saturday was well attended, and in the absence 
of the President the chair was occupied by Mr. I. L. Bell. Several new mem- 
bers were elected, and also several nominated for election at the next meeting. 

A paper was read by Mr. R, S. Newall “On an Improved Mode of 
Reading the Compass,’’ and this naturally led toa general consideration of the 
subject of underground surveying. It will be recollected that an interesting 
discussion took place at the last meeting upon this subject, being founded 
on the papers previously read by Messrs. Howard, Ramsay, and Beanlands, 
“On Undergronnd Surveying.” This, with the papers, must prove of great 
benefit in tending to improve the system of making and keeping mining plans, 
As mines become more extensive, and also worked at greater depths from the 
surface, increased accuracy in mining plans is not only desirable, but absolutely 
necessary ; and this appears to be attainable by adopting the very ingenious 
system of Mr. Beanlands, which seems to be particularly adapted for deep and 
extensive mines. By means of a transit instrument he transfers a bearing on 
the surface to the underground workings with unerring accuracy, and from this 
base line he continues to project the matin lines, so as to delineate most accu- 
rately the workings without having recourse to or depending at all on the mag- 
netic needle, That this is desirable and even necessary in deep mine and exten- 
sive works cannot for a moment be doubted, and many iuteresting examples of 
the application of the system are given by Mr. Beanlands in his paper, which 
leave no doubt of its great success, 

The papers of Messrs. Ramsay and Howard are also valuable con- 
tributions to the science of Mine Surveying. Mr, Ramsay treats more parti- 
cularly of conntour lines, which he proposes to add to mining plans, so as to 
show the different levels at the various points of the workings delineated in the 

lan. The idea is considered to be both original and ingentous. ‘The paper of 

r. How:rd is most elaborate, and is evidently the work of a man who has 
had very great experience in the profession. He gives diagrams and examples 
of cases on a large scale, which are not only interesting, but instructive In the 
highest degree. The report of the safety-cage committee Is to be read and dis- 
cussed at the meeting in April. 











REPORT FROM THE NORTH OF ENGLAND. 


Middlesborough, March 9.—We are glad to be again able to report 
an improvement in the state of the Iron Trade of this district. The 
conclusion of peace between France and Germany has considerably 
stimulated trade, and geuerally there is a better tone observable in 
alldepartments. On ’Change at Middlesborough, on Tuesday, there 
was a fairattendance, and a firmer market in pig-iron. Sellers are 
not shy in asking advanced rates, and orders were placed at 47s. for 
No.3. Generally buyers are pretty well supplied under contract, and are not, 
therefore, eager to fix further orders, and sellers, on the other band, besides 
being already heavily sold, know that prices are certain to advance, and are 
not inclined to book orders for forward delivery unless at improved rates. The 
return of the Cleveland TIronmasters’ Association, giving the make, stocks, &c., 
for February, also tended to strengthen the market. From this return we ob- 
serve that there are how in the Cleveland district 121 blast-furnaces, 113 of 
which are in full blast. Besides these there are 15 now in course of erection, 
some of which are rapidly approaching completion, The make of pig-iron dur. 
ing the month ending Feb. 28 was 141,068 tons, which is an increase upon Feb., 
1870, of 16,099 tons, and a decrease upon January this year of 10,758 tons. This 
decease is, of course, accounted for by the fact of February being three days 
shorter than the previous month, The stocks in makers hands at the end of 
February amounted to 18,977 tons; aud, notwithsia ding the shortness of the 
month, are 1538 tons less than the stock iu hand on Jan.3!. The warrant store 
atock is also down 1090 tons, peing last month 11,039 tons, as against 12,039 tous 
at the end of the first month of the year. Thus there is a decrease of 2538 tons 
in stocks. The shipments from Middlesborcugh to foreign ports in February 
amounted to 7190 tons ; those of the corresponding month last year were 11,152 
tons, Coastwise shipments from the port of Middlesborough last month were 
11,742 tons ; those of the same month in 1870 were 16,251 tous. The figures are 
generally regarded with satisfaction, and should the weather be anything like 
favourable during the remainder of this month no doubt the stocks in makers 
bands will show a considerable reduction on the élst inst. : 

The depressed state of the rail trade for some time past is now 
happily giving way to one that is more encouraging. The rail market is im- 

roved. Enquiries are more numerous, and there is a belief that the known re- 
quirements of railway materials for foreign extensions and new lines will bring 
into the North orders that will make manufaciurers a fairly brisk season. The 
works are, generally speaking, steadily oceupled. Plate manufacturers are 
brisk. Orders for all kinds of plate are more plentiful, and makers report them- 
selves to be supplied with specifications for some time to come, Shipbuilders 
on the Tees are busy, and are r¢ ceiving fresh commands, This increases the 
demand for iron for their requirements, and the additional orders received from 
Scotland have naturally lifted the prices for plates, Bar iron is not in very 
quick demand. Foundries are better off for work. ; 

As stated in last week's Mining Journal, Messrs, Jackson, Gill, and 
Co. started their new works, the Imperial Ironworks, on Tuesday. The works 
are at Eston Junction, about a couple of miles east of Middlesborough. The 
works are for the manufacture of puddled bars and billets, and are capable of 
producing 10,000 tons annually. There are 20 puddiing-furnaces, a 4-tun ham- 
mer, a 22-in. forge-train, and there are attached to ten puddling-furnaces five 
horizontal two flued boilers for steam. The borizontal engine has been sup- 
plied by Mr. John Tickle, of West Bromwich, and the donkey-engines by Mr. 
John Cameron, of Hulme, near Manchester. At some future date Messrs. Jack- 
gon, Gill, and Co, intended to erect mé rehant iron finishing mills, 

The sixth annual report of the directors, and the balance-sheet for 
1870, has just been issued tothe shareholders of the solckow, Vaughan, 
and Co. (Limited), Middlesborough, There is an available balance 
on the year’s workings of 148,0217, 3s., includiny 271 11. 5s. 8d. brought 
from last account. Of this sum an interim dividend of 12, 10s, per 
share, equal to 5 per cent., has already been paid to the shareholders. This the 
directors propose to make into 10 per cent., or 3l. per share for the year, which 
will absorb 75, 001. ; and to pay in addition, a bonus of 2/. per share, which will 
absorb a further sum of 50,0001, They propose to add 1 +, 00/. to the reserve fund, 
and 11731. 0s. 8d. to the rail guarantee fund, which, with 80001. due to the vendors 
jor interest, due on the 20/. per share paid-up over aud above the amount paid 
on the ordinary shares—5 w., will leave a balance to carry to next account of 
98481. 28.4d. The report states that all the works of the company, whether above 
er underground, are in excellent working order; that the pew blast-furnace at 
Witton Park will be in blast shortly, aud the two new ones at the Cleveland 
Works, Eston, will be ready to blow in about the end of May next; that the 





Skelton New Ironstone Pit is progressing very fairly; and that the Salt Pits at 
Middlesborough are each 1(3 yards down, and tubbed with cast-iron tubbing from 
top to bottom, With respect to the Salt Pits, the report says—* this sinking 
will, no doubt, be a somewhat formidable affair; but it is believed by the best 
mining authorities, as well as by the directors, that they will succeed in reach- 
ing the salt, and establishing a profitable mine.’’ On the subject of steel ma- 
nufacture the report states—‘* That the company may be in a position to com- 
mence shortly the manufacture of steel rails, and that the necessary staff and 
connection may be got together by the time the projected new works of the com- 
pany are ready; the directors have accepted an offer made to them by the liqul- 
dators of the Lancashire Steel Company, of the Gorton Steelworks, Mauchester, 
which, it is belleved, have been purchased on reasonable terms. It is proposed 
to start these works as soon as possible.”’ In conclusion, the directors give to 
the shareholders their assurance that the condition of the company Is in every 
way sound and strong, and that the prospect for the future is encouraging. The 
annual general mecting of the company Is fixed to take place on Wednesday next, 
the 15th instant, in the Memorial Hall, Albert-square, Manchester. 








REPORT FROM MONMOOTH AND SOUTH WALES, 


March 9.—The only noticeable alteration in the Iron Trade still is 
some additional firmness in its tone. Its position is, perhaps, now 
more perplexing than ever. A short time ago there were pretty 
sanguine hopes that nearly all that was necessary to bring about a 
revival of prosperity was the discontinuance of the war. For this 
consummation there have been many weeks of anxious waiting, old 
contracts having been worked off by the close of the old year, and 
the time for new business fully arrived. The terms upon which peace 
has been at last re-established are, however, scarcely less damaging to 
the trade than war itself. The tranquility of the defeated nation is 
not assured, and there are grave apprehensions as to that of Europe 
as a whole, and the result is that the markets throughout the king- 
dom are agitated, and but little more business is now transacted than 
a month ago. There are some, however, who have the happy dis- 
position of always looking on the bright side of things, and still re- 
gard the future as affording some encouragement, although the newly- 
established peace has not yet brought about the measure of improve- 
ment which has been expected. There isstill the formidable fact to 
be adhered to that large quantities of all descriptions of iron are re- 
quired, and those must necessarily be attended to some time or other ; 
and the longer the delay the more urgent at last will be the need. 
Perhaps, one of the greatest impediments to the transaction of busi- 
ness just now is the all-absorbing question as to how the great war 
indemnity is to be paid, and how the payment will affect the money 
markets. 

Makers have as yet been unsuccessful in their efforts to advance 
prices, but it seems tolerably clear that ere long they will be enabled 
to obtain higher and more remunerative rates for their products, 
With the opening of the spring there can be little doubt but there 
will be a general improvementin business, American requirements 
are expected to increase, and Russian orders will very probably be 
given out to some extent shortly, while continental enquiries will ne- 
cessarily become more numerous than they have been during the war. 
The amount of business done, on home account especially, in rail- 
way iron is still limited, this branch of the trade being affected in 
much the same way as foreign transactions. The Tin-Plate Trade 
is characterised by tolerable steadiness, and prices fairly maintained, 

In some parts of the district employment at the works has been a 
little deranged this week in consequence of the reduction coming 
into force. As might have been expected, the men evinced some 
dissatisfaction, and made a show of resistance by keeping out for a few days, 
but it was pretty well known that the majority of them were thoroughly alive 
to the necessity of their masters taking the step, and towards the end of the 
week the hands, with ouly a few exceptions, it is anticipated, will have returned 
to work. This is more particularly applicable to the puddlers, ballers, and 
others employed in the mills and furnaces. 

As to the colliers employed in the collieries connected with the 
ironworks matters are a little more serious. On Monday the colliers and fron 
miners determined upon standing out in the neighbourhood of Pontypool. Some 
expressed a willingness to work on the reduction provided they were paid their 
wages weekly. The colliers under the Blaenavon Company also refused to pur- 
sue their labours. At Merthyr a great number who were paid on Satur ‘ay 
night have not returned to work, A general strike took place among the Tre- 
degar colliers and the surrounding districts, and mass meetings have been held 
to consider what course to pursue, 

There is a fair degree of activity in the Steam Coal Trade, but 
although there is some further increase in the demand on French 
account, the quantity shipped to that country is still far below the 
supplies taken before the war commenced. Clearances to the mail 
packet stations have been actively made during the week, and it is 
pretty clear that had it ot been for the impediment offered to the trade by the 
explosion in the Rhondda Valley, the exports during the week would have been 
fully equal to the average. There is a tolerably steady demand for house coals 
on account of the West of England and Ireland, but a falling off in purchases 
must now be looked for. 

The proposed Metal Market for the district may now be regarded 
as in existence. So well did the committee prosper in their prelimi- 
nary labours that the first market was held at Swansea on Saturday 
last, another at Cardiff on Monday, and a third at Newport on Wed- 
nesday. At Swansea and Cardiff the meetings were well attended, 
but there was not much business transacted. The promoters are pretty san- 
guine as to the success of the market, and earnestly invite the attendance of all 
who have anything to sell in the way of ores, pitwood. timber, oll, powder, corn, 
stores, metals, &c, Complaints were made of the difficulty experienced in ob- 
taining supplies of pigs from the hematite district, owing to the scarcity of 
sailing vessels offering, and there is a prospect of the manufacturers of the dis- 
trict turning their attention to the establishment of linesof steamers from each 
of the local ports. To obviate the inconvenience now felt through the want of 
hematite ore supplies, it is absolutely necessary that better shipping arrange- 
ments should be adopted. The change of guage on the Great Western system 
through South Wales was spoken of as likely to be very beneficial to the district. 
At Newport on Wednesday the meeting was well attended by representatives of 
the various industries from Monmouthshire geverally, Cardiff, Bristol, and the 
Forest of Dean, and the Barrow Hematite Steel and Iron Company, and the 
Carforth Iron Company, were represented, There were some large sales of hema- 
tite pigs at 77s. 6d. per ton for No. 3, and this number is now quoted at 80s. per 
ton. There was a good enquiry for Cwmbran pigs, but the supply was not equal 
to thedemand. ‘The high price of hematite ore was discussed, and ironmasters 
are like to turn their attention to Spanish ores, and the high-class brown hema- 
tite from the Forest of Dean. Samples of these ores, together with Marabella 
ores from Portugal, were exhibited and approved by those present. Iron ores 
from Ireland were also exhibited, and it is likely that their qualities will bring 
them largely into use in this district. Fell’s narrow-guage railroads, plans of 
which were shown, met with general approval. 

Another lamentable explosion occurred on Thursday last at one of 
the Ebbw Vale Company’s pits, and resulted in the loss of 19 lives, 
The pit was considered so free of gas that naked lights were per- 
mitted. All the bodies were got to surface within six hours, and all 
seem to have died from the effects of after-damp. The accident is 
fully referred to in another column. Mr. Lionel Brough, the Government In- 
spector, has made a thorough examination of the workings. Mr. Abraham 
Darby, the managing director of the company, is providing everything neces- 
sary for the bereaved families. The inquest was opened on Weduesday, before 
Mr. W. H. Brewer, the coroner for the district, and several witnesses were exa- 
mined. Mr. PHINEAS JAMES, the company’s mineral agent, stated that the 
No. 1 Pit (Victoria) was a mixed pit, containing ironstone and coal, 230 yards 
deep. The air for the coal workings is carried from the No.1 Pit through 
the Spotted Vein main road, through a cross measure to the old coal, a dis- 
tance of about 500 yards, thence through headings to No. 10 cross heading, 
making a total distance from the pit of about 780 yards. The topof No. 10 
cross heading is about 180 yards from the lower level. A portion of the air that 
comes in from No, 9 to No. 10 is conveyed to the face of No. 10 cross heading by 
asplit, and returus through an air-way in the gob in the west side into No. 10 
cross heading, joining the main current below the split. The whoie of the air 
goes down the heading, and is turned into stalls by air-sheets hung across the 
heading, In every stall there is au air-way through the piilars to the adjoin- 
ing stall, and the air is carried to the face of each stall along the stall end, 
clearing the face of the stall and back; through an air-way inthe gob it passes 
to the next stall below. On the east side of the heading there are six stalls 
working, and onthe west sideseven stalls. The air afterwards passes through 
the stalls into and down the heading, thence eastward aud up the No. 6 shaft 
to the furuace. The sheets and doors were all blown Gown by the explosion, 
and the door on the top of No. 10 heading blown inwards. (Mr. BRouGH re- 
marked that the door was blown!the way it ought to have beeu). He could not 
account for the explosion, but his opinion was that the fall in Joseph Gallop’s 
stall released some gas, and that with asmall blower they discovered in Gallop’s 
stall, not far from the air-way, and the fall of the door sheet caused the gas to 
collect in that portion of the stall near where the fall was. The hauliers and 
men wore assisting to get the trams on, and in the hurry and confusion occa- 
sioned by the horse running away he presumed the gas had been brought in 
contact with the naked lights. ‘Ibesheet might have been knocked down either 
by the horse or by the fall, but either way it gave time for gas to accumulate, 
He thought the workings were in excellent condition in the morning, and no 
expense was spared in the working to ensure the safety of the men,—WILLIAM 
LUNLEY, under fireman, stated that he found a little gas in Joseph Gallop's 
stall on the morning of the explosion, and he was put to work with a safety- 
lamp; he had worked before with a naked light like the other men. Joseph 
Gallop complained of having to use a lamp, but was refused any other light. 
He had never found above 8 or 10 yards of gas in the place. In reply to Mr. 
Brough, he admitted that the gobs pucked, and that the thurlings got smaller 
and smaller by degrees. The reason they did not head a wind-way from Joln 
Gallop’s to Joseph Gallop’s stall was because they did not find gas there before, 
and Joseph wanted to finish the week in cutting coal.—Mr, BrRouci: Such 
things should not be left to the men; they should bz imperative.

of the country, from Eckington and Staveley, as far as Stanton, on

the Erewash Valley Railway. Foundry material is in very fair ree 
quest, but we do not hear of so much being done at the rail mills, 
he business doing in house coal to the metropolis has been good so 
far, and the fierce war being waged between the Great Northern and Midland 
Companies has not interfered with the trade, so that from Clay Cross alone 
there has been sent a daily average of more than 1000 tons to London alone 
From Eckington, Langley Mill, Staveley, and Codnor Park also there has been 
no falling off. There are some signs of improvement in the business doing itn 
steam coal, although the shipping season has not yet commenced. Gas coal Is 
in fair request, and the trade generally is ina healthy state, although it would 

far more satisfactory if the rate to London were settled. The Mansfield and 
Southwell Railway has just been completed and inspeeted by Colonel Hutchin- 
son. Itis about 12 miles in length, and will be of considerable importanes to 
the Midland, as it to some extent unites London, the Erewash Valley (which 
goes on to Nottingham) with Mansfield, and Derby, and Southwell. ‘There is 
no doubt but the new line will be of advantage to the coal burners onthe Mid- 
land, as it will be able to supply a by no means unimportant district, 

The heavy branches of the Sheffield trade are still kept well going, 
the armour-plate mills showing no abatement in the activity which 
has so long been the rule at the two vast establishmeuts where the 
great sheets are rolled for shipsand shields, Great extensions have 
for some time been going on at both, showing that, large as are the 
works of Brown and Co., and Cammell and Co,, they are not equal to the de- 
mands upon them for that material for which those companies are famed 
Steel rails, tyres, axles, and similar goods are in fair request, and are likely to 
be so for some time, whilst for almost every description of railway material 
there appears to be plenty of orders in hand. The wire-mills are doing well 
and cousiderable quantities of the galvanised are being made for home and 
foreign use in place of clothes lines, which are now in a fair way of being alto. 
gether superseded. Some branches of the cutlery business are doing well, and 
as the German makers are not likely to be in a position to compete with us for 
along time those cheap qualities for which they formerly had several large 
markets are likely to continue in the hands of the Sheffield manufacturers. A 
change for the better, so faras France is concerned, may also be looked forward 
to as things gradually settle down in that country. Files and tools are without 
change. In the Rotherham district the works are doing very well, the rail- 
mills being fully worked, whilst considerable quantities of plates for shields aro 
being rolled, The Coal Trade of South Yorkshire has not undergone any change 
of late, and there has been a very fair business doing in household qualities to 
London and the South, although the Great Northern Company have not ful- 
filled the promise made by the directors at the meeting in January last, There 
is not much steam coal being sent from the district to the metropolis, although 
had the differential rate remained at ouly &d. per ton no doubt but what it 
would have been the means of opening out a trade for that quality for shipping 
as well as for manufacturing purposes. The demand for Hull has improved of 
ate, and several cargoes have been sent from Goole during the week to the 
home ports. The works in the West Riding are reported to be doing well, and 
the makers of steam ploughs are particularly busy, some being made for imme- 
diate use in France, at the expense of benevolent Englishmen, who have shown 
so much sympathy for those who have suffered so much,

Letters were read from Messrs. A. Pendarves Vivian, M.P., Magniac, M.P., 
J.J. Rogers, F. Hill,S. T.G. Downing, H. Rogers, P. P. Smith, Warington 
Smyth, Chas. Fox, and Prof. Hunt, regretting their inability to attend. 

Mr. ST. AUBYN explained that Mr. Bruce was willing to limit Clause 11 (Clause 
7 of the Bill of 1870) to coal mines, ou the understanding that he (Mr. Bruce) 
should state, as his reason for doing so, his opinion that Cornish mines are 
already under the ope ration of the Workshops Regulation Act, 1867—a com- 

romise which would leave Cornish mines after the Act in precisely the same 
position that they were before the Act. 

It was moved by Mr. SHILSON, and seconded by Mr. Haas, and carried unani- 
mously, that the arrangement be approved, 

Clause 6 of the Bill provides that no boy above 10 and under 13 years of age 
ghall work underground more than three days in any one week, nor more than 
12 hours in any one day. It was resolved that the prohibition ought to be 
limited to boys over 10 and under 12 years of age. 

Clause 9 states the education requirements as to children working in mines, 
and which are identical with those of the Workshops Act, and apply, as the 
Bill stands, to boys above 10 and under 12, working in any part of any mine, 
and renders 10 hours schooling per week compulsory, excluding Sundays and 
evening schools. It was explained that the Section was intended to apply only 
to boys working underground, and that Mr. Bruce bad promised to make the 
necessary alterations ; and he was requested to endeavour to reduce the limit 
of age to 12, as in Clause 6 ; and also to endeavour to strike out sub-section 3 of 
the Clause, which would prevent school after 6 o’clock in the evening reckon- 
ing as educational time, 

‘A suggestion was made that the definition of the word “ owner’’ was inap- 
plicable to Cornish mines, and the members of Parliament were requested to 
attempt such an amendment of it as should make some representative person 
answerable on behalf of all the adventurers in a mine, 

Mr. ST. AUBYN called attention to the fact that, by the new working of 
Clause 34, in cases of abandoned mines, in which the ownership of the surface 
and of the minerals are vested in different persons, the obligation to fence shafts 
was thrown primarily on both owners, with a remedy for reimbursement given 
to the owner of the surface against the owner of the minerals, 

Mr. A. JENKIN spoke in support of the Clause, which was approved. 

Jt was moved by Capt. TEAGUE, and seconded by Mr. GRYLLS, and carried 
unanimously,that, in the opinion of this meeting, Clause 34 should be so amended 
as to throw on lords the expense of fencing all shafts now existing, and not used 
by any mine during its present workings, 

Profs. WABINGTON SMYTH and HUNT called attention to the fact that the 
effect of Clauses 42 and 43 would be to render impossible the continuance of the 
Mineral Statistics, published annually by the latter since 1848, and it was re- 
solved that amendments must be attempted which should obviate this evil. 

A letter was read from Mr. Magniac, M.P., intimating his intention of en- 
deavouring to introduce into the Bill a Clause leaving the choice of the mine 
doctor with the miners themselves. 

It was moved by Mr, W. BOLIrHo, jun., and seconded by Mr. GRYLLS, and 
carried unanimously, that this committee makes no opposition to such a Clause. 

The Chairman was requested to convene another meeting of the committee if 
and when in his Judgment it should be necessary.
